Be  It  E ver 
So  Humble . 


The  housing  shortage  in:  the  United  States, 
particularly  as  it  is  affecting  long-homeless,  re- 
turning veterans  of  the  European  and  Pacific 
campaigns,  ;s  now  so  acute  as  to  demand  emer- 
gency action  fay  the  President,  the  Congress  and 

the  National  Housing  Agency. 

To  date  there  has  been  a great  deal  of  offi- 
cial wringing  of  hands  and  .wailing  of  . problems. 
There  have ‘ been  promises  and  predictions  and 
much  vague  talk.. But  nothing  has  been  done. 

It  is  shameful  for  a nation  ,wUh  a record  for 
doing  the  impossible  to  flinch  in  the  face  of  one 
of  the  first  of  its  postwar  problems.- 

Admittedly  there  are  difficulties.  Materials 
are  scarce,  prices  are  -high  and  labor  is  restless 
and  insufficient.  Such  problems  are  not  insur- 
mountable, however,  and  should  be  a challenge 
to  a government"  and  a Congress  which  long  has 
clamored  for  the  right  to  blueprint  the  future  of 
veterans  nd  the  American  people.-  ' 


These  are  some  steps  which  can  be  faken 
immediately: 

1.  Congress  can  appropriate  money  without 

further  delay  to  permit  the  immediate  reloca- 
tion’of  unused,  temporary  war  housing  in  locali- 
ties where  the  housing  shortage  is  the  most 
acute.  ‘ 1 , ■ ; 

2.  The  National  Housing  Agency,  which  con- 
trols all  public  housing  in  the  United  States,  can 
immediately  give  veterans  a top  and  inviolate 
priority  on  all  vacancies  • occurring  in  govem- 
mental-owned  projects.  — 

3.  A nation-wide  campaign  should  be 
launched  and  pushed  to  provide  temporary,  but 
adequate  and-  complete  viling  quarters  for  vjet- 
rans  and  thier  families  in  large  homes  where 
considerable  space  is  unused  or  unnecessary  for 
ordinary  living. 

4.  Congress  and  the  National  Housing  Agency
